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The History of the Reign of his

of which he took his leaveof the States General, 
O¢tober 20, by a memorial in the preamble of 
which are thefe words: It is but natural that 
Princes foould employ in their fervice, fuch as are 
moft agreeable to them 

Odieber 19, Her royal highnefs the Princefs 
Louija fet out from St. Fames’s for Hanover, 
where fhe arrived the 29th, and was next day 
married by proxy to the Prince royal of Den- 
mark; foon after which fhe fet out for A/tena, 
where the Prince waited to receive her. 

November 14, Her royal highnefs the Princefs 
of Wales was fafely delivered of a Prince, after- 
wards chriftened by the name of Wiiliam Henry. 

November 15, His Majefty with his royal 
highnefs the Duke arrived at St. ‘fames’s from 
flanover. 

December 9, There was a motion in each 
houje of parliament to addrefs his Majefty to give 
Orders, that the 16,000 Haxoverians fhould be 


no fonger continued in the fervice of this nation, 
after the 25th inftant; but in both. the queftion 
was Carried in the negative, in the houfe of lords 
by 71 to 36; and in that of the commons by 
231 to 181. 

This month another comet began to appear, 
which continued a long time in our view. 

The national debt at the end of this year a- 
mounted to §1,043,347/. 165. gd. towards the 
payment of which there remained in cafh, in the 
Exchequer, 121,135. 185. 34. 

The moft eminent perfons who died this year, 
were William Mackintofh, of Borlam, Etq; one 
of the rebel] commanders in 1715 ; Thomas Mor- 
gan, M.D. author of The Moral Philosopher, 
&c. Katherine dutchefs of Buchingham, Dr. 
Lancelot Blackburn, archbifhop of York; ‘fames 
Hamilton, Duke of Hamulton and Brandon ; Mr. 
Richard New,bam, inventor of the water-engines, 
Dr. George Cheyne, phyfician at Bath, and author 
of feveral books of philofophy and phyfick ; Mr. 
Robert Ainfworth, author of the bett Latixz and 
Englifh dittionary ; the Dutche> of Kendeland 
Munjfier; Sir Charles. Wager, 2i. admiral of 
the white; William Shippen, E‘q; famous tor 
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fome fpeeches in pagiament; Spencer Compton, 
Earl of Wilmington, firft commiffioner of the 
Treafury; Fohn Campbell; Duke of Argyll and 
Greenwith ; Mr. Henry Carey, author of many 
excellent fongs and pieces of poetry; Mr. Dah, 
an excellent painter; Mr. Zohn Teal Cowper, a 
painter, famous for his fruit pieces. 

January 11, 1744, A moft formidable fqua- 
dron was ordered to rendezvous at Spithead, 
confifting of three fhips of 100 guns each, four 
of 99, fix of 70, fix of 50, four of 40, and hx 
of 20, befides bomb vefiels, firefhips, &c. and 
to man this {quadron, a hot prefs was fet on foot 
ail over the kingdom. The reafon for this ex- 
traordinary armament and expedition was not 
for {ome time publickly known, but the fecond 
of next month came advice by exprefs, that a 
French fquadron had failed from SBre/?,y which 
on the 4th was confirmed by the Phenix manof 
war, put into Plymouth, and that they confiited 
of 21 fail, under three flags, and were fteering 
North, On the fame day Sir Zohn Norris fet 
Out, to take upon him the command of our 
{quadron, and orders were fent for feveral regi- 
ments to march towards the fouthern coafts, on 
which our publick funds fell 162. per cent. and 
foon after, the true caufe of all thefe preparati- 
Ons became manifeft; for we had acccunts, 
that the eldeft fon of the Pretender had, on the 
20th of December, difappeared, that he had 
pais'd through /ta/y, in difguife of a Spani/b 
courier, had embarked at Finale, landed at An- 
tibes, arrived at Paris, and even come as far as 
Calais; that the French fpuadron were failing 
up the Channel, and comeas far as Dungene/s ; 
and that a number of tranfports had been got 
eady, and troops actually embarking at 
Dunkirk, 

February 25, A proclamation was iflued for a 
eeneral faft, to be obferved pri] 11, and ano- 
ther for putting the laws in execution againft 
papifts and nonjurors, by banifhing them from 
London, and from within ten miles thereof ; and 
by ordering them not to move above five miles 
diftance from their habitations in any other part 
of the kingdom, and for feizing their horfes 
and arms. 

March 2, His Majefty went to the houfe of 
peers, and gave the royal aflent to the malt-tax 
act, theact for fufpending the badeas corpus, and 
Jeveral others, 

21, Wehadan account that admiral 
Jletthews had, on the rrth of February, come 
up wih, and engaged, the united {purdrons of 
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Franceand Spain, juft come out of the harbour 
of Toulon, and confilting of 34 fhips of the line, 
and would probably have quite demolifhed 
them, but admiral Le/fock, with his divifion, 
either could or would not come up to engage ; 
and nightcoming on, the enemy get off with 
the lofs only of a Spani/h fixty-gun flio, burnt, 
and feveral other of their fhips very much 
damaged. 





31, His Majefty’s declaration of war 
againft France was publifhed with great folem- 
nity at the ufual places of London and /V¢tmin- 


fier; and the lords of the Admiralty were 


ordered to iffue commiffions to privateers. 

April15, The French declared war againft 
the Queen of Huugary ; and next day his moft 
chriftian Majefty fet out from Ver/ailles, to put 
himfelf at the head of hisarmy in //anders. 

May 5, The Queen of Hungary dec:ared war 
againft France, and next day her declaration was 
publifhed at Vienna. 

Fune 12, We beard that his Majefty’s conful 
at Li/bon had received a letter, dated February 14,. 
1743, from captain Cheap, late commander of 
the Vager, one of commodore 4n/on’s fquadron, 
which had been caft away upon the coaft of 
Chili, giving an account, that he and thote who 
had ftaid with him, were then priloners at S¢. 
Fago, in Chili, but were in good health, and: 
well treated by the Spaniaras. 

14, Arrived at St. Helen’s his Majefty’s 
fhip the Centurion, commodore Anfon having 
thus compleated his voyage round the world. 
He brought along with him the treafure and 
produce of the cargo of an Acapulco fhip, which 
he took, “Sune 30, 1743, ina cruize he made 
to the Philippine iflands, after having refitted his 
fhip at Canton, in China, the whole reckoned to 
be worth above a mullion fierling. 

20, A grant paffed the great feal of an 
annual penfion of 4000/7, to Rovert Earl of 
Orford, in confideration of bis long and faichfut 








services. 


Fuly 24, The King of France was taken fo 
dangeroufly ill, at Adentz, of a violent fever, 
that the Queen and Dauphine came expre(s from 
Paris to fee him, and two fine ladies, belonging 
to his court, were difmified ina manner not 
very polite; buthis Majefly recovered, the two 
baides were recalled, and great excufes made for 
the treatment they had met with. 

Auguft yo, We had advice, that the Freuch 
had taken and burnt our fort at Can/a, in Nova 
Scotia, the garrifon, confifting of four ecHpDies 
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2YR Pencford, in oo > He was born 
ut Wrington, about cicht miles from Brittol, in 
the year 1632. Hi father, 2 man of great pro- 
bity, wasa captain in the parliament’s army, 
during the civil wars, by which means he lott 
the cre aft part of his eftate. Tho’ his eh 
married very young, they had but two chil dren, 
of which Tohn, whofe Life we are now writing, 
was the elder. T’he other fon died of a con- 
fumption in his minority. Mr Locke’s father 
took great care of him in his education, and ob- 
ierved a method, which his fon mentions wit

ata Great di ftance but as headvyanced in years 
he became more familiar, tillat length he lived

the authority of the father. 

Mr. Locke imbibed the e firft rudiments of claf- 
fical learning at Weftminfter-fchool, and in his 
19th year was fent to Chrift-Church, Oxon, 
where, in his 23d year, he took the degree of 
batchelor of arts, and that of mafter three years 
after. His diflike of the cbfcure termsand ufelefs 
queftions, then miade ufe of at that univerlity, his 
averfion to the ] jargon of 4 \riftotle, made him feek 
fer clearer ideas in the writings of Des Cartes ; 
but he was far from meeting with fatisfaction 
here, tho’ he li him for writing with perfpi- 

ulty: He himfelf was deftined to ttrike cut new 
lights, to teach ea mind to exert its faculties 
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without confufion, and to difpel ae clouds 
which darkened the way to intelle€tual know- 
loAca 
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Ihe clear.and diftinét ideas which Mr. Locke 
onftantly entertained, made him excel in what- 
ever he un dertook ; ; he applied himfelf to the 
ftudy of phyfick, not with any defign of practi- 


fing it, but chiefly for the benefit of hisown 
CO niitution, whicl h was but weak However, 
he became fuch a 1 proficient, tt qat celebrated Dr.

Vhile ne ee Oxford, he became pb ah 
ted with thelord Afhley, afterwards carl of Shaf- 
pelbare which was firft occafioned by Mr. 
Locke’s being inttrumental in curing his lordthip 
of an abfcefs in his breaft, which he got bya fall. 
He took him with him ‘9 Sunning-Hull, where 
he drank the mineral waters, and afterwards en- 
gaged him to come and lodge at his houfe. By 
his acquaintance with this lord, Mr. Locke was 
afterwards introduced to the converfation of 
fome of the moft eminent perfons of that age ; 
fuch as Villiers Duke of Buckingham, the lord 
Halifax, &c. The liberty which Mr. Locke 
took with men of this rank, had fomething in it 
very fuitable to his character. One day three 
or four of thefe noblemen having met at lord 
Afhley’s, when Mr. Locke was there, after {ome 
compliments, cards were brought in, before icarce 
any converfation had pafled between them. Mr, 
Locke Jooked upon them for fome time, while 
they were at play; and then taking his pocket- 
book, began to write with attention. One of 
the te obferving him, afked him what he was 
writing? “* My lord, fays he, lam endeavour- 
ing to profit, as far as Iamable, in your company ; 
for having waited with impatience forthe honou 
of being in an aflembly of the greateft genius’s 
of this age, and at laft having obtained the good 
fortune, I thought [could not do better than 
write down your converfation ; and indeed [ 
have fet down the ee of what has been 
faid for this hour or two.” Mr. bake had no 
occafion toread much of this converfation; the 
noble perfons faw the ridicule of it, and diverted 
themielv ie with improving the jeft. 
ted their play, and entrin ing into rational difCo 
{pent the reft o me in a manner

In his 38th year he began hisadmirable Effay 
on the Human Underftanding, to which he ar- 
tended pretty clofely for two years; but other 
affairs int EPeSHIngs he Was obliged tO lay it : le 
for fome time. About this time he was made a 
fellow of the Royal by ( ociet Vy , and 1o0on after, his 
noble friend and great a admirer, the ear} of 
Shaftefbury, being made ord high. chancellor of 
England, he made him fecretary of the Preser 
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tations; but upon the earl’s refigning the great 
feal at the end of the next year, Mr. Locke was 
deprived of his place ; for they had both incurred 
the refentment of the court, by watching the 
fteps, and oppofing the defigns, of the popifh par- 
ty. Yet Mr. Locke was fcon after made fecre- 
tary to a commiflion of trade, a place reputed to 
be worth 500]. a year; but this commiffion being 

refently diflolved, he was once more deprived 
of all employment. 

The next fummer, finding that the weaknefs 
of his conftitution, and his clofe application to 
{tudy, made him in danger of falling into a con- 
fumption, he went to Montpellier in France, 
from whence he did not return till invited home 
by the earl of Shaftefbury, who in 1679, was 
received into favour, and conftituted prefident of 
the council: Butthat nobleman foon after falling 
into difgrace with the court, was committed to 
the Tower, and being difcharged in 1682, and 
retiring into Holland, Mr. Locke followed his 
fortune; and fome time after, the dean and 
chapter of Oxford were obliged, by an order 
from the king, directed from the earl of Sunder- 
land to the bifhop of that diocefe, to expe! him 
from his fellowfhip. While Mr. Locke was in 
Holland, he formed a weekly aflembly at Am- 
fterdam, of the moft learned and ingenious men, 
amongit whom were Limborch and Le Clerc. 
Here he finifhed’ his Effay concerning Human 
Underftanding, about the end of the year 1687. 
It was here alfo he wrote his firft Lettcr concern- 
ing ‘Toleration. 

At laft Mr. Locke returned in the fleet which 
convoyed the ptincefs of Orange to England. 
He might eafily have obtained a confiderable poft 
under king William: Never wasaman more 
void of ambition; for tho’ it was left to his 
choice to go in the character of envoy to the em- 
peror, the elector of Brandenburg, or where he 
thought the air would be moft favourable to his 
weak conftitution ; he chofe tocontent himfelf 
w ith the office of commiflioner of Appeals, worth 
little more than 200]. a year. However, he 
was afterwards conitrained to yield to his being 
promoted to be a commiffioner of trade and plan- 
tations, a very honourable poft, which, tho’ there 
was annexed to it a falary of 1000]. a year, he 
afterwards refigned to the king, on account of his 
afthmatick diforder increafing, and its taking up 
too much of his time, to allow him to profecute 
his paraphrafe and notes on St. Paul’s epiftles.

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On ELOQUENCE. e 
M OS T foreign writers who have given 
any character of the Englifhnation, what- 
ever vices they afcribe to it, allow, in general, 
that the people are naturally modeft. It pro- 
ceeds perhaps from this our national virtue, that 
our Oratorsare obferved to make ufe of lets gef- 
ture or action than thofe of other countries. Our 
preachers ftand ftock ftill in the pulpit, and wil! 
not fo much as move a finger to fet off the beft 
fermons in the world. We meet with the fame 
fpeaking ftatues at our bar, and in all publick 
places of debate. Our words flow from usin a 
{mooth continued ftream, without thofe ftrain- 
ings of the voice, motions of the body, and ma- 
jefty of the hand which are fo much celebrated 
inthe Orators of Greece and Rome. Wecan 
talk of life and death in cold biood, and keep our 
temper in a difcourfe which turns upon every 
thing that isdearto us. “Though our zeal breaks 
out in the fineft tropes and figures, it is not able 
to ftir aiimb about us. I have heard it wbferved 
more than onceby thofe who have feen J/taly, 
thatan untravelled Engi/iman cannot relifh all 
the beauties of /talian pictures, becaufe the pof- 
tures which are exprefled in them are often tuch 
as are peculiar to that country. One who has 
not feen an /ta/ian inthe pulpit, will not know 
what to makeof that noble gefture in Aaphael’s 
picture of St. Paw! preaching at Athens, where 
the apoftle is reprefented as lifting up both his 
arms, and pouring out the thunder of his rheto- 
rick amidft an audience of pagan philofophers. 

It is certain that proper geftures and vehement 
exertions of the voice cannot be too much ftudied 
by a publick Orator. ‘They are a kind of com- 
ment to what he utters, and enforce every thing 
he fays, with weak hearers, better than the 
{trongeft argument he can make ufe of. “They 
keep the audience awake, and fix their attention 
to what is delivered to them, at the fame time 
that they fhew the {peaker is in earnett, and aftec- 
ted himfelf with what he fo pafhionately recom- 
mends to others. Violent gefture and vocitera- 
tion naturally fhake the hearts of the ignorant, 
and fill them with a kind of religious horror. 
Nothing is more frequent than to fee women 
weep and tremble at the fight of a mc* ing preach- 
er, tho’ he is placed quite out of their hearing ; 
asin England we very trequently fee people lulled 
afleep with folid and elaborate difcouries of piety, 
who would be warmed and tran{fported out of 
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themfelves by the bellowing and diftortions of 
enthnufiafm. 

Ifnonfenfe, when accompanied with fuch an 
emotion of voiceand body, has fuch an influence 
on mens minds, what might we not expe¢t from 
many of thofe admirable difcourfes which are 
printed inour Tongue, were they delivered with 
a becoming fervour, and with the moft agreeable 
graces of voice and gefture? 

Weare told that the great Latin Orator very 
much impaired his health by this /aterum contentio, 
this vehemence of action, with which ke ufed 
to deliver himfelf. The Greek Orator was like- 

wife fo very famous for this particular in rheto- 
_yick, that one of his antagonifts, whom he had 
banifhed from Athens, reading over the Oration 
which had procured his banifhment, and feeing 
his friends admire it, could not forbear afking 
them, if they were fo much affected by the bare 
reading of it, how much more would they have 
been alz irmed, had they heard him actually 
throwing out fuch a ftorm of eloquence? 

How cold and dead a figure, in comparifon 
of thefe two great men, does an Orator often 
make at the Briti/h bar, holding up his head, 
with the moft infipid ferenity, and ftroking “ 
fides of a long wig that reaches down to} 
middle? The truth of it is, there is often no- 
thing more ridiculous than the geftures of an 
Engli/b fpeaker ; you fee fome of them running 
their hands into their pockets as far as ever they 
can thurit them, and others looking with great 
atte tion ona piece of paper that has nothing 
written in it; you may fee many a {mart rheto- 
rician turning his hat in his hands, mou ilding it 
into feveral “di ferent cocks, = fome- 
times the lining of it, and fometimes the button, 
during the whole courfe of his harangue. A 
de:f man would think he was cheapning a bea- 
ver, when perhaps he 1s talking of the fate of 
the Briti// nation. I remember when I wasa 
young man, and ufed to frequent We/?minfler- 
ffall, there was a counfeilor who never pleaced 
without a piece of packthread in nis hand, which 
he ufed to twift about a thumb or a Gnecr, ail 
the while he was {peaking: “The wags of thoie 
days ulfed to call it the thread of his difcourfe, 
for he was not able to utter a word without tt. 
One of his clients, who was more merry than 


wile, itole it from him one day in the micit of 
his 


pleading ; but he had better have let it alone, 
for he loft kis caufe by his jeft. 
I have ai! along acknowledged myfelf to be a 


dumd man, and therefure may be thought a 
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very unproper perfon to give Rules for Orators, 
but I believe every one will agree with me in this, 
that we ought either to lay afide all kinds of gef- 
ture, which feems to be very fuitable to the 
genius of our nation, or at leaft to make ufe of 
fuch only asare grateful and expreflive. 


The Excettency of VIRTUE. 


T HERE are but few men, who are not 
ambitious of diftinguifhing themfelves in the 
nation or country where they live, and of grow- 
ing confiderable among thofe with whom they 
converfe. “There isa kind of grandeur and re- 
fpect, which the meaneft and moft infignificant 
part of mankind endeavour to procure in the 
little circle of their friends and acquaintance. 
The pooreft mechanick, nay the man who lives 
upon common alms, gets him his fet of admirers, 
and delights in that fuperiority which he enjoys 
over thofe who are in fome refpeéts beneath him. 
This ambition, which is natural tothe foul of 
man, might methinks receive a very happy turn; 
and, if it were rightly direéted, contribute as 
much to a perfon’s advantage, as it generally 
does to his uneafinefs and difquiet. 

All fuperiority and preeminence that one man 
can have over another, may be reduced to the 
notion of guality, which confidered at large, is 
either that of fortune, body, or mind. The 
firft is that which confifts in birth, title, or 
riches; and is the moft foreign to our natures, 
and what we can the leaft cal] our own of any 
of the three kinds of quality. In relation to the 
body, quality arifes from health, ftrength, or 
a which are nearer to us, and morea 

art of ourfelves than the former. Quality as it 
inet the mind, has its rife from knowledge 
or virtue ; and is that which is more eflential to 
us, and more intimately united with us than 
either of the other two. 

The quality of fortune, tho’ a man has leis 
reafon to value himielf upon it than on that of 
the body or mind, is however the kind of quality 
which makes the moft fhining figure in the eye 
of the world. 

As virtue is the moft reafonable and genuine 
fource of honour, we generally find in utles an 
intimation of fome particular that fhould 
recommend men to the high ftations which they 
poliefs. Holinefs 1s afcribed to the pope ; majef- 
ty to kings; ferenity or miuldnefs of temper to 
princes; excellence or peri fegtion to ambafladors; 
grace to archbifhops; honour to peers; w orfhip 
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lency, who lies under fuch mean circumftances 
of mortality as are the difgrace of hu uman nature. 
Titles at fuch a time look rather like infults and 
mockery than relpect. 

The truth of it is, honours are in this world 
under no regulation; true quality is neglected, 
virtue Is opprefied, and vice triumphant. The 
Jaft day will rectify this diforder, and aflign to 
every onea ftation juitable to the dignity of his 
character; ranks will be then adjuited, an 
precedency {et right. 

Methinks we fhould have an a ambition, if not 
to advance ourfelves in another world, atleaft to 
preferve our poft in if, and outfhine our inferiors 
1) titties rere, that they may not be put above 
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under the fame kind of metaphor, have repre- 
fented the world as an inn, whic! was nly 
defigned to furnif: us with accommodations in 
this our pa aflace. It is therefore very abfurd to 
think of fett net ip our reit before we come to « 
journey’s end, and not rather to take care of 
reception we thal there meet, than to fx our 
thoughts on the little conveniencies and advan- 
tages which we enjoy one above another in the 
Way to Is. 
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as ina theatre, where every one has a part allot- 
ted to him. The great duty which lies u 
man is to a¢t his part in perfection. 
indeed fay, that our part does not fuit us, and 
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excelied one another in virtue, and performed 
In their feveral pofts of life the duties whi 
belong to them. 

here are many beautiful paflages in the little 
eee “bila entiled, The Wifdom of 
Sclamon, to fet forth the vanity of honour, and 
the like temporal bleflings which are in fo great 
repute among men, and to comfort thofe who 
have not the pofieflion of them. It reprefents 
in very warm and noble terms thisadvancement 
of a good man in the other world, and the; piel 
{furprife which it — produce among thofe who 
are his fuperiors im _ this. Then fhall me 
‘ righteous man ead In great boldnets before 


‘ the face of fuch as have afflicted him, and 
© ‘made no account of his labours. When they 
‘ feeit, they fhall be troubled with terrible ~ 
© and fhall be amazed at the ftrangenefs of hi 
‘ — to far beyond ail that they iies 
as 


for. And they repenting and groning for ar 
| f foitit, fhall jay within themfelves, 
his was he whom we had fometime in deri- 
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. eet and a provero Of reproach. We fools 
. cunted his life madnefs, and his end to be 
' ee honour. How is he numbered among 
© thechildren of God, and his lot is among the 
© faints? 

If the reader woud fee the defcription of a life 
that is pafled away in vanity and among the 
fhadows of pomp and greatnefs, he may fee it 
very finely drawn in the fame place. In the 
mean time, fince it is neceflary in the prefent 
conftitution of things, that order and diftinétion 
fhouldbekeptin the world, we fhould be hanpv, 
if thofe who enjoy the IDEe! ftations in it, WOU d 
endeavour to furpais others in virtue, as much 
asin rank, and by their humanity and conde- 
fcenfion make their fupertority ealy and accept 
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life, would confider how they may better their 
cond tion hereafter, and by a juft deference and 
fubmifion to their fuperiors, make them happy 
in thoie bleflings with which providence has 
thought fit to diftinguifh them. 


On CHANCE 


LATO, in his common-wealth, pays 

fuch a religious refpect te chance or fortune, 
that he would inftitute a method of marrying by 
jottery : and declares for breeding up no other 
children, on the public account, than fuch as 
were begot in this manner ; imagining, I fuppofe, 
that fortune would efpecially prefide over that 
genial bed, which fhe herfelf had conftituted. I 
fh2]! not here comment on this opinion, which 
ts fome may appear ridiculous enough, but it 
is Certain the ancients held this deity in much 
@reater eftimation than we at prefentdo. The 
Romans confecrated a temple to this goddefs: 
And it was reprefented as moft impious blafphe- 
my in that general, who, being unwilling to 
fhare the glory of a victory, very confidently 
affirmed that fortune had nothing to do init; 
after which the hiftorian obferves, he never fuc- 
ceeded in any future action. 

{have often thought it a blemifh, in the 
works of Tacitus, that he afcribes fo little to the 
interpofition of this invincible being ; but, on the 
contrary, makes the event of almoft every 
fcheme to depend ona wile defign, and proper 
meaiures taken to accomplifh it; by which 
means I am much deceived, if he hath not given 
more forefizht to the polities of Tiberius, than 
that prince really had: moft of the latter politi- 
¢al writers have inclined to this opinion; and 
the great Richlieu held it in fo extravagant a 
degree, that it is well known he ftruck the word 
unfortunate out of his di¢tionary, affirming, that 
every man fucceeded well or ill, according as his 
conduct was right or wrong, 

For my own part, I differ fo entirely from 
thefe great men, that] imagine wifdom to be of 
Very little confequence in the affairsof this world: 
human life appears to me to refemble the game 
ct hazard, much more than that of chefs; in 
which latter, among good players, one falfe ftep 
Yiuft infaljibly lofe the game; whereas, in the 
former, the worft that can happen is to have the 
Gd¢s againft you, which are never more than 
FwQ te one; aid we Often fee a blundering fele 
low, who fearce knows on which {ide the odds 
ec, dribble out his badchance upon the table, 
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and {weep the whole board; while the wifeft 
players, and thofe who ftick clofe to the rule, 
lift up their eyes and curfe the dice. 

Machiavel tells us, that men are not much to 
be blamed or praifed for their a¢verfity or profpe- 
rity, it being frequently feen that fome are driven 
into ruin, and others promoted to great honour 
by the impulfe of their fate; and wifdom is as 
little able to prevent the misfortune of the one, 
as folly is the advancement and happinefs of 
the other. 

Frequent inftances muft occur to every man’s 
memory, who hath had the leaft experience in 
life of the wonderful effeéts of chance; the bett 
phyficians will own, that, after 2 difeafe hath 
eluded all their efforts, an old woman, or a 
quack, has fometimes reftor’d the patient; nay, 
the fick man himfelf hath procured his recovery, 
by means which the whole faculty would have 
judged muft have neceflarily produced his imme- 
diate diflolution. Dr. Baynard, in his treatife 
on cold baths, gives an account of a perfon who, 
in a light-headed fit of a fever, efcaped from 
his nurfe, and plunged himfelf into a horfe-pond ; 
and by this ftrange method faved his life, when 
he had been given over by his doCctors. 

The great judge Feffries, (following I fup- 
pofe the opinion of Plato) is reported on his 
return from the weft, where he had left feveral 
hundred wretches under condemnation, to put 
the decifion of their guilt on chance, and to 
have determined which were the proper objects 
of his mercy, by the cafting of dice ; a cuftom 
which, they fay, {till prevails in martial execu- 
tions; it being ufual where two or more are 
fentenc’d to die, and one only isto be made an 
example, for the prifoners to decide by lots 
which moft deferves to be fhot ; and this method 
of trial (however abfurd it may feem ) was de- 
rived, Iapprehend, from our Saxon anceftors, of 
whom we read that they ufed to decide all 
controverfies by lots; (the method whereof the 
curious may fee in the defcription of Germany, 
given by Tacitus) a cuftom which feems to be 
preferved in an old £ngli/b play, or gambol, 
celebrated yearly on the Epiphany, or Twelfth. 
day, wherein a king, aqueen, a knave, anda 
foo}, are created by blind chance, 
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of the loweft of the people. Men have often 
acquired greatnefs and riches, by ways vilibly 
leading to difgrace and ruin: The famous Blocd 
promoted himfelf to the favour of King Charles 
II. by ftealing his crown; an inftance not fo 
aftonifhing to one well read in the ancient Eng- 
lifh hifttory, where it feems the conitant doctrine 
of royal-favourites to deferve their matfter’s affec- 
tion, by rendering him jealous of, and odious to 
his people. Methods, which have been more 
effectual than Blood’s was, to fteal away his 
, crown ! 

Whoever confiders the former part of the life 
of Oliver Cromwell, may perceive 2 much great- 
er probabilitye of his ending his days in a goal, 
than ina palace at the head of the nation. He 
is reported, in his youth, to have ruined his 
paternal eftate by his vicious and diforderly 
courfes; nor did he, at his firft appearance in 
parliament, make any extraordinary figure, nor 
difcover any of thote talents, which generally 





gain applaufe, and work on the affections of the. 


hearers: The firft apopthegm, which ts recorded 
of him carries no great weight with it; namely, 
10 a difcourfe with Sir Thomas Chichley, and Mr, 
Warwick, he is faid to have uttered thefe words, 
I can tell you, firs, what I would not have, though 
L cannot tell what I would; and, perhaps, he, at 
that time, knew no more the one than the other. 
He certainly had very littie hand in procuring 
the war, of which he afterwards made fo glori- 
ousa ufe; indeed, he feems to have had a 
wonderful addrefs in turning the wife fchemes 
and actions of othersto his own honour and 
advantage ; but as thefe couldnot be attributed 
to his own forefight, fo might chance have fa- 
voured him in thofe opportunities of working 
his own ends out of them. As to the great 
victories obtained by Blake, they are, as Mr. 
Cowley well obferves, to be afcribed rather to that 
admiral, than to the protector; that over the 
Dutch efpecially, the greateft of themall: For 
my lord Clarendon tells us, that Cromwell had no 
inclination to that quarre], which was rather St. 
Fobn’s than Cromwell’s war: © Befides, as that 
* author adds, he well difcerned that all parties, 
“© friends and foes, Pre/byterians, Independents, 
© Levellers, were all united as to the carrying on 
“ the war, whichhe thought could proceed from 
“ nothing but that the excefs of the expence 
« might make it neceflary to difband a great part 
‘ of theland army, of which there appeared no 
‘ ufe, to fupport the navy, which they could not 
* now be without; fo that, I think, his greateit

© admirers could not fix any of the 
* gained in this naval war, on him.’ 

Town, indecd, he arrived at a greater pitch 
of power than the kings of this reaim lawfully 
enjoy; that he had, as Mr. Echard writes, 
¢ The eftates aid lives of three kingdoms, as 
* much at his difpoial, as was the iittle inheris 
© tance of his father, and that he was as noble 
‘ and liberal in fpending of them.’ But full, I 
fay, he owed all this principally to chance ; 
namely, tothe death of thofe great men whom 
the long continuance of the civil war had ex- 
haufted ; thofe who begun that war againft the 
crown for the fake of their liberties and proper- 
ties, and would have difdained t» have feen the 
nation enflived to the abfolute will of a fubject, 
in rank very little abovethe common level. Can 
we think a Pym, or a Hambden, would have 
tamely fubmitted to fee this ufurper and his 
fhabby relations and creatures, fuch asDe/borough, 
Fleetwood, Whaley, &c. at the head of the 
parliament (I mean Barebone’s parliament, and 
that in 1656) the army and (as Mr. Echard fays 
above ) the eftates and lives of three kingdoms ? 
No, thefe men were no more, and thofe who 
remained were a fet of fcoundre!s and cowards, 
who were either bribed or frightened out of their 
liberties; fuch they were, that [ think we of 
the prefent age are obliged to Mr. Voltaire, for 
reprefenting us as greatly unlike them. To 
conclude, whoever looks on Cromweill to be that 
perfon whom I have here reprefented, (and 
what I have here faid, are facts tranicribed from 
the hiftorians of thofe times ) muft agree that he 
was the child of fortune; and, as Mr. Cow/ey 
feems to think, an object rather of our furprife 
than admiration.

AVING, for feveral days, amus’d my- 
felf with reading over that celebrated 
humoriftt of antiquity, Lucian; I fell one 


evening, into a fort of reverie, which had # 
the 
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the extravagance, though void of the wit and 
poignancy of that celebrated author. Twas 
not one of the frolicks of fancy in fleep ; but the 
pure refultof the imagination, nested with what 
I had read, and bufying itfelf with erecting a 
thoufand new edifices on the fame ideal 
foundation. 

Methought (for a man may dream with his 
eyes open) ‘the Jupiter of the ancients was again 
the deity in fafhion, and again difpos’d to 
familiarize himfelf to men, by admitting pray- 
ers, conferences, or even expoftulations: Me- 
thought, I faw him defcend in that awful, but 
yet converfibte figure, in which Homer has def- 
crib’d him, and, it may be fuppos’d, that 
Phidias reprefented him; his brow unclouded, 
his eye benign, and every mut(cle {fweeten’ d 
with fmiles of condefcention and complacency, 
like the God of nature, and parent of the uni- 
verfe: his terrors all laid by, his thunder fleep- 
ing; not the judge, but the friend of man. 

Methought, likewife, that, by a fign from 
him, the earth loft its rotund figure, and, as 
Milton aptly exprefles it, immediately ftretch’d 
itfelf into longitude, becoming an immeafurabie 
plain, hardly to be comprehended by human 
eyes, tho’ view’! from the remotett of the ftars, 
and to be diftinctly furvey’d by none but “Fove 





alone. On this were inftantly affembled all the 
nations of the world, of all complections, 
manners, and religions; thro’ the midft of 


whom two different, nay oppofite beings conti- 
nually hurried to and fro, prefent at births, 
and following to the grave, traverfing all the 
ftages of life, “the bud of infancy, the bloom of 
youth, the full-blown flower of manhood, and 
the decay of age; mixing with fociety, vifiting 
folitudes, equally intimate with the greatand the 
vulgar, and, alike ferving and governing the 
who!e human fyiftem.

A glance of her eye reviv’d the poor, 
comforted the mourner, and let in a dawn of 
hape on the broken-hearted. In a word, 

power, pomp, riches, and luxury of all forts, 
were coveted only for her fake.—She gave them. 
their value, and when fhe refus’d her bleffing, 
they inftantly chang’d their very natures, ané 
became corrofives, that, like the vulture of 
Prometheus, prey’d on the very heart of the 
pofleffor. The names of thefe two potent 
principles, were plee/ure and pain ; throughevery: 
climate, under all difpenfations, in all ages, alike 
the terror and defire of mortals! 

Thefe, therefore, it may be eafily imagin’d, 
were the mott interefting figures in the various 
{cene before me; nor, in fpite of the prefence 
of the thunderer, could I help acknowledging 
their importance, or being fenfible of their 
power.———At length Mercury, by command, 
gave out a proclamation, that ‘fupiter being con- 
tinually importun’d witha great variety of im-

Chronological Diary of Foreign and Domeftickh Affurs. 


Political State of Foreign Affairs. 


Tripoli, Odfober 14. ; 

INCE the Atcempt which the Albanians 

made to become Matters of this City and Go- 
vernment, we have been perfeétly quiet. We 
have received Advice, that thefe Rebels, after 
failing in their Attempt here, embarked to the 
Number of two bundred on board an Englifh 
Ship, and made to the Coatts of the Morey, where 
they fold the faid Ship ; that thirty of them went 
from thence to the Ifland or Candia on board a 
Bark, but had not been there many Days before 
they were arrelted and put in Trons. 

Lisbon, O&.i9. By the Journal of the Voy age 
of the Fernambzuca Fleet, which arrived tp this 
Port the 2cth of Ieft Month, we learn, that on 
' the 13 hof December 1751, that Micet was en- 
tirely difperfed by a moft violent Tempeft, where- 
by fix of the Ships loft their Maia-Mafts, and 
were obliged to throw forty -two Pieces of Cannon, 
and feveral large Bules of Goods, overboard ; not- 
withftanding which, and though every body, the 
Officers as well as Sailors, work’d Night and Day 
at the Pumps, the Storm was jo terrible, that the 
Ships had conftantly feven or elgnt Feet of water 
inthe Hoid. Ar length, after the utmoft Danger 
of being wrecked, they made the Portot Recit 
the 24th of February 1752, where the Admiral 
Don John da Cofta de Brito, who thought they 
were all loft, was overjoyed to fee them again. 
He regaled the Officers and Sailors for twenty Days 
in order to make them forget their Fatigues, and 
greatly recommended their unwearied Laoour, aud 
the Conftancy of the Captains, Hz recempenced 
the Sailors by promifing them doubiePay trom the 
r3:h of December, the Beginning of the Tempett 
tothe 24th of February, their Arrival ac Recif. 
They were four Months in this Port repatring the 
Dimeges they had fuftained by the above Storm, 
and ali fet fail again tne sth of July, and happily 
fiiifhed their Voyage the 20th of this Month. 
The King ts fo highly pleafed with the Conduct of 
Don John da Cofia de Brito, and the fix Capruins, 
that he will, 1f is not doub-ed, take the firft O2por- 
cunity of preferring them. 

Naples, OF. 21. Orthe 23d of this Montha 
prety fevere Shock of an Earthquake was fele at 
rhe Greek Towers, near the antient Harculaneum; 
which fo terrified the Labourers, who were dige 
ginginthe Ruins of that fubrerranecous City, that 
they ran away in the utmoft Harry to tue neigh- 
bouring Vilages, and left their Spades, Pickaxes, 


Sc. behind them, imagining that the Caverns, in 
which they were working, would have fallen upon 
them: ‘Tho’ no fatal Accident happened there- 
from, yet it’s perceived that the Greek Towers 
have loft their perpendicular Situation, and incline 
fome Feet towards the Sea. 

Madrid, Oc. 31. We have already in our 

Ports eighteen Ships of the Line, and feveral 
Frigates, which are ready to fail upon the firft 
Notice ; and it isaffured before the End of the 
Winter our Navy will confift of fixry-tour Men of 
War (the leaft of which will be of fixty'Guns) and 
twenty-eight Prigates, 
Rome, Nov. 4. The Chevalier de St. George 
had a private Audience of the Pope on Tuefday 
laff, in which, it’s faid, he agreed with his Holi- 
nefs on certain Meafures that can fcarce fail of 
bringing back the Cardinal of York. 

Leghorn, Nov. 3. The Difficulties that daily 
occur in the Affairs of Corfica, give Rife to a Re- 
port that the King of Spain defigns to purchafe 
that [fland for one of his Brothers, and ‘tis pre- 
fumed that France manages Matters fo as to force 
the Republick of Genoa ro fell it. 

We hear from Venice, that the Bafhaw of 
Durazzo having received Orders from the Grand 
Signor to repair to the Porte, anfwered, thar he 
would obe,, and immediately embark’d with all 
his Ett: cts; batas foon as he had got out to Sea, 
inticad of fteering for Conftantinople, he made di- 
rectly tor Ancona; where, °tis faid, he is arrived : 
And it’s ailured that after the Term prefcribed for 
Quarantine, he will proceed from thence to Rome, 
in order to embrace the Chriftian Religion. 

Ferrara, Nev, 8. Cardinal York makes a long- 
er Stay in chis City thanhe ar firft propofed, which 
is attributed to the good Offices which continue to 
b: made ule of to procure a Reconciliation be- 
tween him aud the Pretender. It’s pretended, 
tiat rhe Cardinal has already given up fume of the 
Points which he infiltedupon the moft ftrenuoufly ; 
and chat after the Return of a Perfon who has 
been fene to Rome, the Manner in which rheir 
Kecone jiation is to be brought about: will be fer- 
ticd. The Pope who inrerefts himfelf greatly in 
this affuir, has wrote fevcral Letters upon the 
Subject to Cardinal York, full of friendly Advice 
aid Exhortations worthy a Sovereign Pentith; and 
in one of them he expreffes himfelf in the follow- 
iug Manner: ‘ Exclufive of the common Motives 
‘which prefcribe and recommend Harmony 
‘ among Fumilies, there are others equally ffrong 
‘which merit all your Attention. What 2 
‘ Titumph would it nor be for the Hereticks to 
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* fee fuch fatal Divifions fubfift between a Cardi- 
© nal of the Holy Apottoiic Caurch, and a Prince 
© fo commendable for his Piety and Virtues, and 
« who has facrificed every Thing to his Religion; 
« but what Effect would not fuch Divifions have 
« upon the Minds of thofe who are themfelves in- 
* violably attached to your Houfe, and who—&c. 
* Both thefe Motives are certainly of great 
¢ Weighr, and fhould be fufficient to determine 
* you not to perfift in an Oppofition which all wor- 
‘thy People have Reafon to be concerned 
© for, Kc. 

Paris, Nov. 17. By the Military State of the 
Troops of this Kingdom for the Year 1753, tt ap- 
pears thar the Infancry of the K'ng’s Houthold will 
confift of €510, and the Cavalry of 3096. The 
French Foot of 90360, ten Regiments of Swif,, 
making 14400, twelve German Kegiments 7604 ; 
two Italian Regiments 1065; eight Irifh Regi- 
ments 3720; eight different Corps of light Troops 
making 1940; the Bady of Artillery q1co; the 
French Horie 14520; three German Regiments 
of Horfe 720; a Regimene of Irifh Horfe 249; 
the D:azoons 7680; Sco Hoflars; to which add 
§5000 Militia, makes the Total cof the French 
Lroops 211755 Men.

Y orcefter, Nov. 13. By Letters from Shrews- 
bury we areaflured, that Mr. Anderfon is to be 
hanged on Monday the 11th of December. His 
fi ft Day’s March was to Kidderminfter, where he 
was lodged ar the Talbot Inn under a Guard. 
About Twelve o’Clock, an unraly Mob -fi:mbled 
who difcovered an Inclination to refcuc him, apon 
which an additional Guard was faummoned, by Beat 
of Drum, who removed Mr. Ander:on from that 
Houfe to the Raven Inn, asa Place of greater 
Security. 

Briftol, Nov. 25. Laft Thurfday fe’nnighte, as 
fome Gentleman were walking together on the 
Key, a Perfon came up to them ( who called him- 
felf Tobias Wilfon) and defired they would inform 
him of fome Philadelphia Merchant of Note, for 
that he came from Philade!phia in a Veffel called 
the Warren, belonging to Mr. Allen, a Merchant 
there, of which he was Mafter, on a Voyage to 
London; that he had rhe Misforrune to be ftranded 
on th’ Coaft of France in the late bad Weather ; 
bur had the good Fortune io fave of the Cargo near 
600 Barrels of Pitch, Tar, Rofin and Rice; and 
had chartered a Ve ffel to bring it to this Port; bur 
coming up the Channel they lott their Anchor, and 
put bick to Combe, whilft he came to procure 
anot..er, and to look out for a proper Perfon to dif- 
pofe of the faid Cargo One of the Gentlemen 
recommended him to one wnom he thought a pro- 
per Perfon for tois Purpofe ; who, on hearing his 
Story, ordered an Anchor for him; fent him to

make nis Proteft, and provided him with Lodgings 
Soon afier he came and defired fome Money. 
but the Merchanr not being faristicd with the Ac- 
count he gave of himfelf, declined doing it; and 
toid him, that he would fend down Mr. Fox with 
him to Combe, and he fhould fupply him with what 
was neccflury. He afterwards applied to the 
Perfon where he lodged, who aifo refufed him. 
Next Mornirg early he went to Mr. Fox with the 
fame Requeft, who lent him two Guineas, and 
went with him to a Silverfmith’s Shop, where he 
bought a Pair of Buckles; and on feeing a Warcl 
he liked, defired Mr. Fox to pafs his Word for it, 
whic he did. Every Tsing being ready for 
their going down to Combe, they went to Dinner 
together on the Back. Arc Dinner tue Caprain 
could not ear, but while Mr. Fox fntfied his Din- 
ne, he pretended to go and get fhaved, and im- 
mediately went off, Jeaving his Hat behind him. 
Mr. Fox imagining he was tricked, fearched feve- 
ral Houfes for him that Evening, but without Ef- 
fect, Next Morning being pu fued by the proper 
Officers, he was taken adout four Miles from this 
City, and committed to Bridewell, On Monday 
h: w-s commitred to Newgate, after Examination 
at the Council Houfe, in order to receive a Juft 
Reward. 














LONDON. 


Sunday 7-night her Royal Highnefs the Princefs 
of Wales was with his Majelty, and the Royal 
Family, at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, being 
the firft Time of her Royal Highnets’s being there 
fince the Death of the Prince. 

Mondey 7 night being the Day appointed for 
the Celebration of his Majeft,’s Birth-Day, the 
Morning was ufhered in by ringing of Bells, the 
F ags were difplayed on the Tower, St. Martin’s 
in the Fields, St. Margaret’s Weitminfter, and 
other public Edifices. At Noon the Guns in the 
Park and ower were fived on the Occafion; the 
Nobility, Foreign Minifters and Gentry at Court 
were very numerous ana brilliant. At Twelvetne 
Prince of Wales and Prince Edward went in 
Chairs with their Atrendants in new Liveries, his 
Highnefs being dreffed in a Pearl Velvet with 
Silver Lice, Prince Edward in a Mazarine corded 
Velvet embroidered with Silver. Abour One 
o’Clock her Royal Highnefs the Prince!s Dowager 
of Wales, and the Princeis Augufta, attended by 
fix Ladies of her Highuels’s Bed-Chamber, and 
four Maids of Hovour, went in Chairs from 
Leicefter-Hoafe to St. James’s, her Highness being 
richly drefi.'d in a_wnite Padusfoy, with a fine 
Gold Brocade; the Princefs Augufta ina Silver 
Net Tiflue; the Ladiesof the Bed. Chamber in 
Gold and Sliver Brocades, and the Mats of 
Honour in Silver Tiffue: The young Princes and 
Princefles were carried in Coaches all drefied in 
white 
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white Luteftrings, richly brocaded with Silver ; 
and what adds tothe Honour of her Royal Highnefs 
the Prince!s of Waies and the Royal Court, that 
their Silk Cloaths, Lace and Embroideries were 
all of the Engiifh Manufactory. The Evening 
was concluded with Bonfires and other Ilumi- 
tiations, 

Thurfday 7-night beingthe Pirth-Day of her 
Royal Highnefs the Princefs of Wales, who enter- 
ed into the 34th Year of her Age, there wasa 
Court at Leicefter-Houfe. At Noon his Majefty 
received the Compliments at St. James’s, where 
there was a Ball at Night. 

At the Ball his Majztty did her Royal Highnefs 
the Princefs of Wales the Honour to place her next 
his Perfon on the Seat that her late Majefty ufed to 
fiton.

Sepulchre’s Church, and 
fent to St. Bartholomew’s Hofpital, being pretty 
well recovered, was decoy’d to an Alehoufe in 
that N:ighbourhood by a Fellow, who pretended 
to give him a Por of Beer out of Friendfhip, into 
which he put a Toaft, and with it fomething that 
the poor Man took for Nutmeg, which in a litrle 
Time appeared to be Poifon, and threw him into 
fuch a Dilorder, that it was found neceffary fora 
Phyfician to attend him alt Night; and about 
Eight o’Clock next Morning he was brrught to his 
Speech, andiris thought he will recover.

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Wednefday y-night William, otherwile James 
Fiarvey, (lome Time ago committed to the faid 
Gaol, being charged with returning fram Trant- 
portation before the Expiration of his Time) was 
examined before Thomas Lediard, Eg, at Mr. 
Gold’s, in Lambeth Marfh, toucning a Robbery 
onthe Highway committed by him, in Company 
with one Jzonings, who was convicted at the laft 
Summer A{fizes for the County of Devon, for rob- 
bing the Salifbury Stage Coach, and executed at 
Heavy Tree, near Exccer for the fame, and made 
a Confeffion of the following Robbery and his 
Accomplice ; and efter a fhort Examination he was 
detained, upon the Oath of Robert Whitfield, 
Efq; for aflaulting him on the King’s Highway, 
near Salifbary, in the County of Wilts, putting 
him in Fear of his Life and robbing him of his 
Gold Waich, and near 30 Shillings in Money, a 
Grey Gelding, a Bay Mare, and other Things, 
his Property. ‘Tne Profecutor was very pofitive 
as to the Prifoner’s being the perfon that was with 
Jennings, with whom he had a deal of Difcourfe 
et the Time he was robbed, and mentioned feve- 
ral Paflages that happened before and at the Rob- 
bery ; particularly that Harvey and Jennings were 
feen by him and his Servant loitering on the Road 
the Day before, that they put up and ftaid ali Nighe 
at the fame Inn that he did, and next Morning 
Jennings andthe Prifoner ftopt them and made 
him and his Man difmountr, then did the like them- 
felves, and robbed him of bis Watch and Money 
and mounted his Horfes, and the Stirrups being 
too fhort for Harvey, he damned the Servant, and 
threatned to biow our his Brains if he did not 
immediately lengthen them for him, upon which 
he complied; they then rode off, and left their 
Horfes which were hired ones. The Profecutor’s 
Portmanteau, which they alfo took away, was found 
in a Feild near the Place where the Fact was com- 
mitted, rifled of feveral Things, 

The fame Day Sarah Poole was committed to 
New Prifoan by Henry Fielding, E{9; for affaule- 
ing John Poole her Hufband, by violently throw- 
ing a Brickbat at his Head, and thereby breaking 
his Skull, by Means of which he is fince dead. 
When the Prifoner was before the Juftice, fhe ap. 
peared entirely indifferent, as if confcious of no 
Crime, and the Witnefles againft her, by their 
schaviour, (tho’ they fwore pofitively to the Fact) 
teemed to be of the fame Opinion. The Hufband 
died in an Holpital ; upon which the Juftice wrote 
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immediately thither, that the Coroner mibe fir, 
and the Affair be cxamired into. 

The next Day one Bridget Goodwyn, was 
Drought before the above Gentleman, for affaul- 
tiny and beaing Walter Lacy; when fhe was 
Charged with the Fact by the Profecutor fhe fwore 
it was all very truc, and immediately knock’d him 
down ; and whilft her Commitment was drawing, 
conferred the fame Favour on the Conftable, 

Rossen On Wednefday 7-night two Gen. 
tlema.: were robbed on Bagfhot-Hezgh, by afingle 
Highwayman, who had a large Cape button’d up 
almoit to his Eyes; he took from them four 
Guineas and fome Silver, but did not ask for ther 
Watches, and behaved in avery genteel Manner 
(asa Highwayman) and told them Necefliry was 
tne Caufe of committing what he knew was 
wrong.
